any children were born to this marriage, 


According to family records, we have the following information concerning 
the ancestry of Mary Elizabeth Saxon, Her great grandparents were Jacob and 
Elizabeth Wallis, who were cousins. Her grandparents were John Saxon, born Aug. 
9, 1797, and Mary Wallis Saxon, born Aug. 26, 1800. John and Mary were the 
parents of nine children: W. H., born May’1,°1819; Eliza, born Nov. 8, 1820; 
Nancy, born Feb. 16, 18223 Jacob James,’ born Oct, 13, 18233 Alsberry Newton, 
born Jan. 9, 1826 (died of wounds received in the Civil War); Presley Henderson 
(Mary Elizabeth's father), born Sept. 19, 18313; and John B, Franklin, born Mar. 
31, 1835. Her parents were Presley Henderson and Catherine Sumrall Saxon. 
Curiously, we do not know how many brothers and sisters she had, but we do know 
that she had at least one brother, Presley, and one sister Azzie who married a 

a -MrsgTaylor and reared a large family.

According to records provided by David Sprinkle of Bayou la Batre, Ala. and 
Faye Bowe of Mer Rouge, La., John Calvin in the son of William Rainwater who was 
born jn 1807 and he (William) {is believed to be the son of Richard Rainwater who 
was bom in 1789 and died March 18, 1845 in Rankin County, Miss. The 1850 census 
shows that William was born in Tennessee, David Sprinkl* whose great, great, great 
grandmother was Hannah Bainwater Creel, sister of John Calvin, has information 
showing that William was married three timew: first, to Elizabeth Lucas , 15 November 
1823; second, to Caroline Davis, 24 April, 1828; and third, to Sidney Farmer, 5 March 
1843, The first two marriages were in Marengo County, Alabama, and the third in 
Lauderdale County, Miss, Faye Bowe's information shows the following:

Rainwaters (note the s) 
cs being born in Tenn., and married to Sedy (could be Sidney) Farmer who was bom 
in South Carolina, The children were as show above with the first five (Edward 
through Martha; being born in Alabama, and the next Penequs ites M. through Samuel 
F.C.) being bom in Lauderdale County, Miss. The unnamed children show by Faye 
Bowe to have been born in 1851, 1953, and 1855 and John Calvin and B. F. (Frank) 
are not show in the 1860 census for Lauderdale County. Apparently William had died 
and/or the family had moved away before the 1860 census was takan.

om" eopy of the above subject. Apparently William Rainwater is the father of John 
Calvin, our grandfather and great grandfather. I have verified the Marengo 
County, Alabama, census records and the Lauderdale County, Mississippi, census 
records and they are as show on the enclosed sheet through Samuel wio was born 
in 1849, The 1850 census for Lauderdale County does not show any Rainwater 
listing. 1 don't know where Faye Bowe got the last five names, but 1 do know 
that the listing for John Calvin and B. F. (Frank) is correct, for these records 
are in grandpa’s (John Calvin's) oid Bible, which I have. 


In the “Introduction” to my compilation, I stated "We know by word cf mouth 
that he (John Calvin) had two brothers, Frank and George, andtwo sisters, Martha 
and Mary, Then further on in the paragraph, "Martha is believed to have married 
a Mr. Creel and they lived in South Mississippi ..." As it turms out, there 
were the two brothers, Frank and George, and the two sisters, Mary, and Martha, 
along with otherws, But I was wrong in stating that Martha married a Mr. Creel. 
it was Hannah, whom I had no knowledge of, who married John Creel, as shown on 
the attached sheet. Ihave talked with David Sprinkle, who lives et Bayou LaBatre, 
Ala., and he is the great, great, great grandson of Hannah. 


So, I think we can assume that the records supplied by David Sprinkle and 
Faye Bowe are correct as far as William Rainwater are concerned. William would 
then be my great grandfather. : 


With regard to Pichard being the father of William, I have some doubt, [f 
Richard were born in 1789, as shown, and William were born in 1807, as show, 
then Richard would have been only 18 years old when William was bor, That, of 
course, is possible but it needs further checking. The 1840 census records ‘for 
Rankin County, Miss., might shed some light on that. Someone should check that 
record end also the 1860 records for Clarke and Wayne Counties to see if any 


records are available there for the last five shown under “Children of Willitem™ 
I hope someone? whlillcheck these records and advise us. 


The enclosed adds considerable to qgur knowledge of our ancestry and I Suse 
thought it would be of interest to you.

Solomon Rainwater, born between 1755 and 1776, probably in N.¢. 
came to Pendleton District, S.C, between 1790 and 1800, In 
1800 Solomon,his wife, six sons and four daughters were living 
near the present boundary between Anderson and Oconee Counties. 
On December 7, 1812 he purchased from John Watson (Anderson 
‘County Deed book M, pe 28) 387 acres of land on Kennon's Creek, 
the land wes located on both sides of the General's Road leading 
from Pendleton Court House to Abbeville, 8.c. 


Solomon Rainwater died in 1814 and John Rainwater applied for 
letters of administration. His application was "published the 
20th day of November, 1814 at the Salem Meeting House by Cooper 
Bennett.") (This was a Baptist Church established 1803, Cooper 
Bennett served as pastor for about forty years.) 


The estate pepers show that Solomon had a tutor for his children. 
The tutor was named John Wilson.

According to Elsden ©. Smith's, " New Dictionary of Family 
Names", the surname RAINWATER is locational] and meant: "DWELLER 
NEAR WHERE RAIN FORMED A POOL OF WATER NOT QUICKLY DRAINED AWAY." 


Thus, the name could be German, English, Swiss, Scottish, or 
‘other. That the name is not of Indian orgin seems almost certain. 
It would be convenient to say that it is CHEROKEE or some other 
tribe because RAIN and WATER being an element, would be part of the 
Indian way. But, our eariy-day ancestors in this country were 
citizens, slave holders, tax-payers, and etc,. The Indian was not 
entitled to some of these. It is a fact however, that some of our 
ancestors did marry Indians. This was not uncommon; aS many other 
nationalities did likewise. 


Varicus fanily venvercherys of the naine have mace endeavors 
through professional fenesiogicali ses:chers cf Peereges in England, 
No Coat-Of-Arms or gaiiant knignts ol nonor have come lorth bearing 
this time-honored name in the British Isles. This does not mean the 
idea should be given up. A search in Germany might be worth while. 


That the origin of tne name is English holds a lot of import. 
That ourgancestors once lived there and probably came from there. 
to this country is probable; as well as likely so. That they also 
may have lived in Holland, Scotland, and Germany is probable. Today 
in England, the name is practically non-existent. This writer did 
leamn that REGENWASSER'S were in the Wurtemburg district of Ger- 
many as late as the 1940's; and it is with the German aspect that 


this paper is written. 


. 
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One of the peneraliy accepted spellings of the name is 
REIN-WALTER; thus with this accepted name we relate the legend. 


Our story begins in Mainz, Germany. This city on the west 
bank of the Rhine River had commercial importance in medieval 
times. It is one of the oldest cities in Germany. The site upon 
which it now stands was settled before the Christian Era, and 
evidences of Roman occupation still remain. Much of it was des- 
troyed during World War II, but some of the famous landmarks, 
including a Cathedral begun in the tenth century, survived. Mainz 
is the capitol of the Rhineland-Palatinate State in the Federal 
Republic. It is believed -REINWALTER families lived here centuries 


ago. 


In the old German empire there were two important Palatinates; 
The Upper and the Lower, or Rhenish. In 1648 the Upper Palatinate 
was absorbed by Bavaria. The Palatinate of the Rhineland is the 
one more generally known as the PALATINATE. The Count Palatine of 
the Rhine, one of seven electors who chose the Holy Roman Emperor 
in the middle ages, was an influential figure in those times. 
Louis XIV of France devastated the Rhenish Palatinate in the late 
1600's, Poverty of the Germans in the Rhenish Palatinate, along 
with bad harvests and rebellion at high rents, forced them to flee 
their centuries-old homeland. 


Among these early-day Protestants who fled first to the 
Netherlands, and thence to England were the REINWALTER'S. The inter- 
vening years may have be several spent in the Netherlands. Here the 
Protestants were treated with but little more toldrance than that 
in Germany. Some of the variation in the spelling of the name may 
have resulted from their Stay in the Netherlands. 


It was England that seemed to be the magnet that attracted 
sommany of the Protestants. This occured during a greater part of 
the 1600's up into the early 1700's. It wes in England that the 
name REINWALTER became anglicized. Discovered in early Parish records 
of England are: ABRAHAM RAYNEWATER, Married MARY SAUDAIRLE, 20 AUC. 
1644 at Norfolk County, Norwich, England; St. Gregory Parish. 
ELIZA RAINEWATER, Christening: 2 MAR. 1678 at Great Yarmouth, Norfolk 
County, England. Her father: LODOWICK RAINWATER; her Mother: FRAN. 
Also DAN RAINWATER, Christening: 17 MAY 1685 Great Yarmouth, Norfolk 
County, England. His Father: LODERIC RAINWATER, Mother: FRANCES. 
MARY RAINEWATER, Christening: 5 MAR. 1706, Tynemouth,Northumberland 
County, England. Her father: DANIEL RAINWATER, Though the spellings 
are different, it is obvious they are of the same intent. 


And so we find these families in England as late as the year 
‘1706. At this time, both Colonial land speculators and the British 
Crown were delighted to assist these Protestants who had hopes for 
better lives across the sea. They were anxious to use them‘to fill 
empty spaces in America being eyed by Catholic France and Spain.

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The British Army in fact, housed the overflow of 14,00U German 
emigrants in tents in London public square during the winter of 
1709-1710 to assure their passage to the New World in the spring. 


» Numbers of these Germans being from the Palatinates of Ger- 
many were called the PALATINES. Sometime between the year 1706 
and 1710 it is believed they became a part of an organized group 
under the leadership of one Baron Von Graffenreid; whom it is 
said was a Swiss nobleman. This group of immigrants are believed 
to landed off the coast of North Carolina; or perhaps Virginia._ 
The earliest record of their presence in America is found whereby 
one ROBERT RAINWATER appeared on a headright grant on 2 MAY 1706 
at King Williams!

Our legend contends there were two RAINWATER brothers; 
JOHN and WILLIAM. Their presence is first discovered when JOHN 
RAINWATER js mentioned in a will. The will is of THOMAS FUSSELL 
dated 4 JUNE 1735 Cartee Parish, Virginia; wuereby THOMAS indicavea 
that his daughter MARY, was the wife of JOHN RAINWATER. THOMAS was 
a native of America; born at Charles Parish, Virginia on 13 JAN. 
1676. Records indicate his father was NICHOLAS FUSSELL, born in 


England about 1646. 


What became of the brother to JOHN; WILLIAM RAINWATER, little 
has been found. WILLIAM seems to have disappeared or perhaps retur- 
ned to England. JOHN RAINWATER however, beceme the integral part 
of the hundreds of future generations in America. It is believed that 
JOHN RAINWATER was born sometime between the years 1695 and 1705; 
probably in England. He married MARY FUSSELL who was born in Virginia 
about the year 1708. They married about 1735. Some sources indicate 
in Surry County, North Carolina. From this union there were born 
nine children. Three sons and six daughters:

In 1739 John Rainwater was granted 400 acres of land by King George 
II of England. The land was bounded on the South side of the Roanoke 
River in what was then, Edgecombe County, N.C.. : 


' By the year 1754 JOHN RAINWATER and his sons, JOHN,JR. and 
JAMES appear as members of the Militia of Granville County,N.C.. 
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In that year the opening gun of the war, which was the last of 
the four wars, often known as the French and Indian Wars, was 
begun. It is not known what part our JOHN and his sons might 
have played in this conflict. They may have been a part of a | 
small band.of backwoodsmen that were dispatched from Virginia to 

erect an English Fort at the junction of the Monongahela and the | 
Allegher, rivers to prevent French advances into the Ohio Valley. | 


Perhaps they accompanied another band of Virginians sent to 
relieve the first group. This particular group was intercepted 
by the French and driven back to a clearing called Great Meadows. 
Here they erected Fort Necessity; named appropriately enough; as 
the French immediately stormed the fort and forced their leader, 
GEORGE WASHINGTON and his men to surrender. 


So we find that records indicate RAINWATER'S were jin the 
Militia at this early date. No records however, -have shown that 
any RAINWATER was a member of the Revolutionary Army in the war 
for independence against England. This issue deserves further re- 
search. They did however, act as foragers or suppliers for the 


Revolutionary Army as the following show: 


JOHN RAINWATER 26 JAN. 1779, Govt. Claim No. 173 
WILLIAM RAINWATER 10 JUNE 1783, Claim No. 2033 | 
WILL RAINWATER 1783, Claim No. 41 
M. RAINWATER 1787, Claim No. 1508 


These claims were for the sale of corn and other foods and supplies 
to the Army. These claims would indicate that the RAINWATER families 
were loyal to the revolutionary side though not actual participants, 


JOHN RAINWATER recorded his last will 4& NOV. 1771 and died in 
Surry County, N.C. by MAY of 1777. MARY FUSSELL RAINWATER died also 


in Surry County about 1782. 


The first census in this country was introduced in 1790. Oniy 
eight RAINWATER families appeared on this first census in all of 
America:
